The dauntless heart that fear'd no human pride, 
The friend of mam, to vice alone a foe; - 

“For ev'n his failings lean'd to virtue’s side.”

Germans Renew 2ew Efforts to Ad- 
vance to Polish Gapital 


MEET WITH HEAVY REVERSES 


Evident Intention to Divert Russian 
Attacks From East Prugsig and 
Hungary—Czar’s Fofces Reported 
Pouring Through Passes In the Car- 
pathians, Making Many Important 


Captures and Annihilating Battalion 
of German Regiment—Turks De- 


feated ty British In a Sand Storm 
Close to Suez Canal 


With comparative quiet prevailing 
on the European western front, the 
fighting in the east, which ig more 
strenuous and widespread, monopo- 


izes attention. 

While the Russians are on the of- 
fensive in East Prussia, northwestern 
Poland and in the passes of the Car- 
pathjans, the Germans continue their 
attacks on the Russian lines along the 
Bzura and Rawka rivers. 

The invaders reached the Rawka 
line about the middle of December and 
Since that time have made at least 
half a dozen attacks in force against 
the Russian trenches, each time al 
undoubted heavy cost. 

Nothing daunted, however, 
have been repeating the attacks and, 
while they have made a it ad- 
vatce, it has been accomplished only 
after further great losses, aceording 
to reports from Petro; . 

Now it is betleved the Germang are 
preparing for still another onslaught, 
for only by compelling the Rursians to 
strengthen their. lines protecting War- 
saw they hope to divert the Rus- 
Sian attacks from East Prussia and 
Hugary. 

Military men in London hold to ‘the 
belief that the Germans are attempt- 
ing what seems virtually impossible in 
thelr efforts to force thelr way 
through to Warsaw. 

“The Rawka and Bgura lines, which 
they have been attacking for ‘six 
weeks, are exceedingly strong, for 
on the right banks of the rivers, 
which the Russians for the most part 
hold, the ground is considerably high - 
er than on the left hanks; so that the 
Russian infantry and artillery have a 
decided advantage. 

Should the Germans break througn 
this barrier there is another -Hme ot 
entrenchments half way between the 
Bzyra and Warsaw with Blonie as the 
centre, which would have to be forced 
before the Polish capital fell.

RAID ON BRITISH SHIPS 


Daring Feats Again Performed by 
German Submarine 

The French ministry of marine an- 
nounced that two British ships hau 
been torpedoed in the English chan- 
nel, off Havre, by a German subma- 
rine. They are the steamers Toko- 
maru and Icaria. 

The Tokomaria was boud from New 
Zealand to England. Her crew were 
rescued by the trawler Semper. Her 
cargo consisted in part of clothing and 
a contribution of $7500, New Zea- 
land’s gift to the Belgian refugees. No 
details are available concerning the ; 
torpedoing of the Icaria. 

The Tokomaru .was a vessel ot 
3912 tons. She sailed from New- 
castle, N. 8. W., on Oct. 29. Ship- ' 
ping records make no mention of the ; 
lcaria. 

The toll taken by the German sub- 
marine U-21, in its raid Saturday af- 
ternoon in the Irish sea, in the vi- 
cinity of Liverpool, still stands at 
three ships—the steamers Ben Crua- 
chen, Linda Blanche and the Kil- 
coan, the latter a small vessel. The 
crew of the Kilcoan was landed on the 
Isle of Man by a coastwise steamer. 

The commander of the submarine 
gaye the crews of the steamships 
time to take to their small boats be- 
fore launching the torpedoes that sent 
the vessels to the bottom. 

The crews of the Ben Cruachan and 
the Linda Blanche were landed at 
Fleetwood by trawlers which rescued 
them from ett small boats. They 
reported that the Germans told them 
where the trawlers were located and 
also gave them cigarets and chocolate | 
after they had expressed regret that it 
Was necessary to torpedo the steam- 
ships.

President Urges ses Business {0 Co- 
operate With Government 


SAYS WE MJST FEEO WORLD 


Spirit of Self-Sacrifice Should Be 
Shown In Peace as Well as War— 
Business Men Themselves to Blame 
If Intelligent Laws Affecting Them 
Are Not Framed at Washington 


Co-operation between business ano 
the government in framing laws for 
| the benefit of the people was urged 
by President Wilson in an address be- 
fore representative business men at- 
tending the annual convention at 
Weshington of the Chamber of Com- 

| Merce of the United States. He de- 
' elared that “we must pool our inter- 
| ests” in order to discover the best 
' means for handling pwblic problems. 
| The creation in the United States 
im time of peace of the same kind of 
| Gurine spirit which moyes nations 
| during wars was advocated by the 
president, who remarked that “when 


will be no wars,” and “when men en- 
gage in the oj or of peace in the 
game spirit of self-sacrifice as they 
engage in war, wars will disappear.” 

The president predicted that, while 
there is a shortage of food in the 
world now, the shortage will be much 
greater. He pointed out that, under 
the guidance of the department ol! 
agriculture, efforts must be made by 
farmers in the United States to grow 
mcre grain in order that the world 
may be fed. 

Speaking of the foreign trade of 
the United States, the president asked 
that business men devise some way of 
allowing exporters in the Unitei 
States to combine to secure common 
selling agencies and to give long time 
credits in such a way that these 
operative devices may be open to the 
use of all. 

He declared that apparently the 
anti-trust laws prohibited such com- 
binations now, but that he would fa- 
yor a change if a method fair to all 
could be found. He spoke of the 
work being done by the bureau otf 
foreign and domestic commerce in 
“surveying the world” for the benetit 
of all business men. 

Business men themselves are tc 
blame if intelligent Jawa affecting 
them are not framed, the president 
said. He added that they shoula 
come out into the open and use their

Structure on Canadian Boundary |

GERMAN OFFICER ARRESTED 


Explosive Cap, Plan of Bridge and” 
German Flag Found In Pockets of 
Prisoner, Who Is Said to Have Ad- 
mitted Charges Made Against Him 
by Maine Officials ! 


An attempt to destroy the ratlroad , 
bridge spanning the St: Croix river, 
which forms the international bound- | 
ary le between eastern Maine ana , 
New Brunswick, was made at Vance- 


boro, Me., and ome of the three

A Novelty in Motor Vehicles: 


A novel motor-driven racer is the in- 
vention of a St. Louis genius, who has 
given the name of the “unicycle” to the 
great hoop. Though a couple of smal} 
wheels, or rollers, are attached to the 
side of the queer craft, they merely serve 
to steady it when it is still, and are 
raised ‘when the device is in motion, 
The motive-power is a gas-engine of the 
rotary type, with three cylinders, and 
this drives a propeller, five feet in length, 
at such speed that the wheel travels at 
a better rate than a mile a minute— 
seventy-four miles an hour, to be exact. 
The frame which carries the engine, 
propeller, driver, and fuel supply is 
very ingeniously constructed with a set 
of rollers that revolve against the inner 
side of the big wheel. In this manner 
the frame remains upright while the 

‘ wheel revolves. The latter is of alum-
